AROUND THE CITY. 


Fell From the Second Story 
and Badly Injured. 


HIS 
SKULL 
IS JÍEACTUBK». 


The C ondition of F irs t S tre e t—Not«s 
F ath e red in th e C rim in al 
C ircles. 


A carpenter by the name of John 
Wright fell out of the eecond atom win­ 
dow of the New England Lodging-house, 
last night, at the corner of Second and 
San Pedro streets, and received serious 
injuries. 
About 8:30 o'clock becam e 
into the house, very drunk, and under­ 
took to go to his own room. 
At the re­ 
quest of the landlady, Mrs. Bradshaw, a 
man by the name of D. Sharpies opened 
the door to Ihe man’s apartm ents, and 
managed to persuade him to go in and 
lie down on the bed. 
Then he went 
down stairs for a moment to speak to the 
landlady. 
W hen Sharpless returned he 
found that W right had left the room. 
He had come out in the hall and had 
passed through a doorway out upon a 
balcony which projected over the street. 
Sharpies hurried thither, but was too 
late. W right had already fallen over the 
rail down upon the sidewalk. 
I t is sup- 
pused that he tried to sit down upon the 
rail, but was too much intoxicated to 
maintain his balance. 
W hen he was 
picked up he was at first supposed to be 
dead, as he was insensible and his face 
stained with blood. 
Evidentlo he had 
fallen upon his head on the gravel side­ 
walk. 
He was taken to the Police Sta- 
tionon a stretcher, in the patrol wagon, 
and the police surgeon summoned. It 
was fonnd that his skull had been frac­ 
tured and that his face and skull had 
sustained a number of wounds.

T h e D i f f ic u l ti e s I n t b e W a v c f I t s 
I m p r o v e m e n t . 
First street, which is intended at some 
future time to be the main thoroughfare 
between this city and Boyle H eights, is 
in a bad condition at the present time. 
A few months back a grade was estab­ 
lished, between Hill and Grand avenne, 
and tbe contract for paving was let. 
Some of the property 
owners, 
who 
thought that a tunnel should be made 
instead of a cut, enjoined tbe contractor 
on the ground that the cnt would damage 
their property. The court stopped the 
work and the injunction was made per­ 
manent. No work can be done now un­ 
til 
condemnation 
proceedings 
are 
gone 
through 
with 
and 
damages 
awarded. 
Before 
these 
proceedings 
are 
commenced it is the 
intention 
to adopt a grade that will be fit for traffic. 
Further du*n First street comes the 
proposition to widen the street. 
This 
has been made practically possible be­ 
low Los Angeles street, as far as the 
river, but tha property owners between 
Los Angeles street ond Main will not 
set back, and if the width of the street 
is to he made uniform, condemnation 
proceedings will have to be commenced. 
It is stated that the Council intends to 
take such action as in the opinion of the 
Councilmen the damages will not be so 
great now as in future years. Just below 
Los Angeles street the Btreet has been 
opeu for some time, and the Cable Com- 
pady has not been able to complete its 
track, 
because 
the 
Zanja 
Madre 
runs 
too 
near 
the 
surface. 
Action 
has 
been 
taken 
in 
this 
m atter to remedy the evil, but it will 
cause the expenditure of considerable 
money in running the zanja down San 
Pedro street and taking it off from the 
south side of First street. It was so 
□ear the surfaee on this side of the street 
that the granite pavement could not be 
laid on top of it. 
First street has no 
sidewalks to speak of as yet, because the 
width of the street has not been defin­ 
itely settled, but these, it is expected, 
will come in time. 
When the river is 
reached another obstacle is encountered. 
Almost a year ago a contract was let for 
the building of a viaduct bridge and the 
old bridge was removed to Ninth street. 
Since then teams have had to cro3s 
the river-bed. W hen the time came to 
build the viaduct, 
Mrs. Bigelow and 
Mr. Schatte enjoined the builders from 
proceeding in front of their property un­ 
til damages are paid. 
The question as 
to whether this injunction will be per­ 
manent or not has been submitted to 
Judge Shaw, who will probably render a 
decision soon. 
In tbe meantime, tbe 
Bridge Company, which should have 
been constructing the viaduct up to the 
property line of Mr. Schatte, has been 
doing nothing, and it is said that even if 
the injunction suit had not been brought 
in court, the viaduct would be no further 
along than it is. 
There is no great 
amount of material for constructing the 
viaduct on the ground, and the Boyle 
Heights people can 
see no 
reason 
why the 
Bridge 
Company has not 
been 
at 
work 
for 
months 
past. 
Even if the case were decided in favor of 
the city to-morrow, it will take a month 
or so to build til? viaduct. 
In the mean­ 
time, the Cable Company is waiting to 
get across the river, in order to complete 
this branch of its system, and the Boyle 
Heights people are in despair of ever 
having a thoroughfare on First street. 
8ome of 
them 
suggest that further 
improvement of tbe street be abandoned, 
and that some other street be improved.

The idea is to purchase the 
fine Monroe homestead, which is offered 
for sale at a low figure, and convert it 
into a school of a very high order. Mr. 
Spence has headed the list with a dona­ 
tion of $5,000, and another gentleman 
has added another $1,000. This is prob­ 
ably one-fourth of the am ount that 
would be required to secure the prop­ 
erty and convert it into a school. 
One 
of the leading educators of Southern 
California can be secured to take control 
of the institution if a sufficient sum shall 
be secured to warrant tbe establishment 
of the school. A strenuous effort will be 
made to materialize the project. 
The adaptability of Monrovia as a lo­ 
cation for such a school is unsurpassed. 
The proposed site lies close up to the 
mountains, and yet but a half mile from 
the business part of the town. The short 
distance, foity iive minutes ride from 
Loe ángeles, the perfect healthfnlness 
of our town and the moral tone of its 
citizens, are especially favoring circum­ 
stances. The site is a most delightful 
one. The buildings lie in the midst of a 
lovely grove of every variety of semi­ 
tropic trees, and the grounds are brilliant 
with flowers. 
Further out from 
the 
buildings are orange and apricot treeB, 
and here and there the native live-oaks 
add a charm to the scene. 
The advantages to Monrovia would be 
marked. A school of the class proposed 
would attract the attention of many 
people and would be a powerful induce­ 
ment to secure a very desirable class ol 
citizens. It wonld bring a considerable 
amount of money to be circulated here, 
and in other ways would aid in upbuild­ 
ing the town. 
We do not know how 
mnch encouragement will be given the * 
project, but all who are able to do so 
should he generous in the matter. One 
gentleman rem arked to us that within 
sixty days after the establishment of 
such a school, property would have en­ 
hanced 50 per cent, in value.—[Monrovia 
Messenger.

System of Loa A ngelei City* 
T h is i« a m eat iro p o itan t subject, and 
1b now especially engaging th e attention 
of o u r C ity Council, aB well as m any 
o th ers of our com m unity having regard 
for th e public good. 
T he new C harter, 
section 223, provides for th e issuance of 
bonds to raise th e m oney necessary for 
th e purpose “ of establishing an d con­ 
structing a system for th e collection and 
disposition of the sew age of th e c ity .” 
T h e practical question is now about to 
b e decided aB to th e beat m ode of estab­ 
lishing and constructing th at system . 
I t w ould seem obvious th a t such a ques­ 
tion should be determ ined m ainly by 
engineers, by econom ists, by learned 
physicians and experts, 
whose oppor­ 
tu n ities have enabled th em to look into 
th o se scientific subjects, involving, as 
th ey do, intricate questions of engineer­ 
ing. of hygiene or h ealth , of economy, 
of financial benefits and profit to the 
com m unity by th e proper utilization of 
th e eewage w ater and sewage m atter, 
etc., etc. 
In reg a rd to th e engineering question, 
so far as th e system is located, in the 
city proper, involving the collection and 
d rain ing therefrom of th e sewage m at­ 
te r, t h a t h a s been properly left to, and 
d eterm ined by, our intelligent and able 
C ity E ngineer, who has no doubt done 
h is w ork well in th a t respect. 
B ut the 
v ery im portant econom ic, hygienic, and 
engineering question rem ains, as to what 
th e ch arter denom inates th e “dityosition 
of th e sew erage of the city. 
A n intelligent determ ination of this 
question requires a consideration cf the 
conditions 
and 
peculiarities 
of our 
clim ate, soil, geographical surroundings, 
etc., also th e facts show n and developed 
by th e experience of cities in other parts 
of th e w orld, in reference to th is subject. 
In considering th e peculiar conditions 
of o u r section, an d the experience of 
o th er parts of the world, above referred 
to . it m ay be well for u s to rem em ber 
th a t m ost of us here have im m igrated 
from S tates an d countries w here rains 
occur generally throughout th e entire 
y ear, 
w here 
artificial 
irrigation 
is 
unknow n, and w here the soil is generally 
n early 
saturated 
w ith 
rain 
water, 
an d th at un d er these circum stances it is 
to be expected th a t we should generally 
be unacquainted w ith th e conditions and 
necessities of a country like ours having 
e ig h t m o n th s of d ry season in th e year 
w ith o u t any m aterial rain , and where 
artificial irrigation is necessary for th e 
profitable production of fru it or vegetable 
crops. 
It is w ell, under these circum ­ 
stance, to have cu r eyes opened to th e 
fact th a t we are now living in a country 
of different clim atic, geographical and 
geological conditions from the countries 
w h fra we w ere born, and especially to 
be inform ed and to recognize th e fact 
th a t ad jacent to th is city, and along th e 
general co im e of o u r riv er outfall to th e 
sea, 
lie 
extensive plains 
of 30,000 
acres of d ry , porous, sandy loam hunger­ 
ing and th irstin g for the sewage w ater and 
sew age m atter, w hich som e of o u r other­ 
w ise intelligent citizens an d Councilm en 
seem to regard as a surplus incubus, 
w hich th ey purpose to cast directly by 
th e way of th e C ienga and Bellevue 
sw am ps into th e sea, at a dead loss and 
expense to th e city cf $450,000. 
T h e w riter of th is article, a t t£ e kind 
invitation of the C ity C ouncil on Friday 
last, partially expressed 
his view s on 
th e 
su b ject, 
protesting 
against th e 
schem e above referred to , and am onj 
o th er th in g s th en euggested th a t insteac 
of th e course above referred to, th e o u t­ 
fall eewer of th e city should tak e th e 
g eneral direction of the course of our 
outfall river tow ards th e s e a ; th at it 
Bhould be a close sew er until it passes 
th e ;city lim its an d until it reaches th a t 
porous, san d y lands, w here no objections 
could be raised to its use for irrigation 
a n d fertilization, and tem porarily te r­ 
m in atin g in the sandy b ed of th e river 
som e m iles below Florence, a t which 
point, for geater precaution, an open dry 
canal of a half a m ile or m ore in length 
could 
be 
m ade 
to 
receive 
and 
absorb such surplus sewage as m ight n ot 
be taken and utilized before reaching 
th a t point, w hich contingency would only 
h appen in the w et eeason. w hen th e 
river w ould be sufficiently flowing to con­ 
duct th is surplus sew age in its natural 
outfall course into the sea. 
So m uch in regard to th e peculiar con­ 
ditions, o r status, of our city an d section 
b earing on th e subject. 
In regard to th e question as to th e 
profits, th e hygienic effects, and general 
com fort of tire in h ab itan ts in an d around 
th e th u s irrigated lands, to cite th e 
n um erous high authorities on th e su b ­ 
ject in E urope an d A m erica, w hich the 
w riter had intended to do, w ould m ake 
th is article too long. T h a t b ran ch of th e 
subject m ay be considered in a future 
article. 
Now, how ever, th e w riter takes 
th e responsibility of asserting th a t, as far 
as he h as been ab le to exam ine th e su b ­ 
ject, th e result of th e rep o rts of th e 
scientific, responsible 
com m ittees and 
physicians who have m ade th e m atter 
a study and subject of investigation, is to 
th e effect th at such disposition and u til­ 
ization of eewage a s recom m ended in this 
article h as been proven by long experi­ 
ence in E urope and A m erica to be a 
source of great profit an d prosperity, and 
w ithout an y d etrim ent to th e health or 
com fort of the in h ab itan ts of th e cities or 
of th e th u s irrigated lands, a n d th at the 
unnecessary throw ing aw ay of such sew ­ 
age into th e Bea is a barbarism an d wilful 
destruction of property unw orthy of any 
civilized country.

E ditor H erald —D uring a drive of 
several m iles, yesterd ay , out on the line 
of South F igueroa street, I w as som e­ 
w h at su rp rised to see C hinese laborers to 
th e exclusion of w hite m en in every field 
orchard an d vineyard on eith er side of 
th e w ay. T he ro ad in question penetrates 
o ne of th e m ost fruitful and fertile, not to 
sa y beautiful sections of our suburban 
a g ricu ltu ral lands, an d being alm ost 
w h o lly under cultivation, m u st neces­ 
sarily afford p erm anent em ploym ent to 
h u n d red s of laboring 
m en. 
I found 
th e 
en tire 
area 
of this 
land 
in 
poeseaaion 
of 
C hinese. 
F o r a dis­ 
tance 
of 
three 
m iles, 
though 
every plantation was peopled w ith work 
e rs , and though I encountered groups of 
m en here and there along th e road d riv­ 
ing carts, m ark et wagons and other 
team s, I m et, or passed, but one , w hite 
m a n —an d he w as evidently o ut of work 
— on th e en tire route. 
Is n ot this state 
of th in g s unw ise ? 
W h ite m en as a rule 
h av e fam ilies, patronize 
th e 
trades, 
b uild houE63, pay taxes, support schoolB 
an d churches, and in m anifold other 
w ays contribute to the progress and pros­ 
p erity of the lan d they live on. 
C hina­ 
m en give th eir labor to th e land whereon 
th ey are em p lo y ed ; in nearly a ll things 
else they are leeches, sucking the life­ 
blood out of th e country. 
T hey neither 
build w ith nor invest th eir earnings 
T h ey h av e no fam ilies. 
T h eir am bition 
is to ex tract all th e w ealth they can from 
th e 
country, 
and 
send 
or 
re­ 
tu rn 
w ith 
th a t 
w ealth 
to C hina.' 


Of coarse the ab stract right of th e owners 
of th e plantations in question to em ploy 
C hinam en cannot be disputed. 
T hat 
rig h t is conceded. 
B ut how about the 
policy of exercising it in a com m unity 
w here h u ndreds of w hite m en w ith fam i­ 
lies to support, taxes to pay, an d other 
m unicipal burdens to carry, are vainly 
seeking for em ploym ent? T he H erald 
and other journals have argued all along 
th is line frequently heretofore, and there 
is noth in g new in it. 
B ut despite all 
argum ent, the C hinam an rem ains in his 
fat place, grow ing rich, w hile m any 
A m erican laborers in Los Angeles are on 
th e verge of starvation. 
T he plantations 
abounding in o u r southern and w estern 
suburbs rem ind one of those of the 
Southern States iu th e days of slavery, the 
Chinese “ q u arteis” differing only in their 
discom fort an d filth 
from 
the 
m ore 
habitable negro “ q uarters” of th e South­ 
ern P lantation. 
In point of fact, the 
average 
M ongolian 
is th e veritable 
bondsm an of h is em ployer. 
S ubstitute 
negro, m erely, for th e C hinese in Los 
A ngeles and let the negroes live, as the 
C hinese 
live, 
on 
the 
plantation 
m entioned, and public sentim ent h ere­ 
abouts would howl disapprobation of 
th eir em ployers. 
B ut Jo h n C hinam an 
is not a voter, and h ence respectable 
eyes are closed 
as to his 
practical 
bondage. 
D id the evil end h e re it 
should be enough to excite indignant 
protest. 
But it does not. 
T he C hina­ 
m an is taking the bread out of the 
m ouths of Am erican citizens. 
T he Scott 
E xclnsion law prohibits th e im m igration 
of C hinese into the th is country. B ut it 
fails to provide against th e social curse 
inflicted by th e 
M ongolians already 
here. 
Only a kindly, intelligent and 
patriotic regard of A m erican em ployers 
for A m erican w orkm en can am eliorate 
an d extirpate th a t curse.

T he destruction cf h um an life in th e 
sn d d en inundation along th e banks of 
th e C onem augb river is th e m ost appal­ 
ling calam ity we have ever been called 
upon to record. 
I t caps the clim ax of ali i 
previous horrors. 
N ot leas th an three 
th o u san d souls, according to the latest 
estim ates, were suddenly ushered into 
etern ity in th is horrible catastrophe. As 
if th e agonies of death by drow ning in 
th e roaring to rre n t or being crushed in 
the crash of debris w ere not appalling 
enough, the very clim ax of horror was 
reached by th e roasting to d eath of m any 
scores of people who had been sw ept 
upon th e wrecks of houses w hich piled 
npon each o th er against a bridge and 
snddenly becam e enveloped in flam es. 
W h a t terrible scenes w ere presented 
along th at fateful riv er, of 
m others 
clasping tb eir babes and ridiDg to inevi­ 
table death on th e foam ing torrent— of 
stro n g m en clinging in heipless despair 
to roof or p lank and shooting down th e 
dreadful stream —of wom en and chil­ 
d ren— of old and young—all launched 
npon 
th a t 
fearful 
ride 
to 
d e a th ; 
w hilst 
thousands 
of 
aw e - stricken 
people lined th e 
banka, an d , im po­ 
ten t 
to save, 
beheld 
th e 
agoniz­ 
ing procession shoot p a s t! 
O h, th e pity 
of it, the woful pity of it, th a t strong 
arm s and sto u t h earts should be com ­ 
pelled to see such sightB, an d yet be 
d enied the pow er to succor o r to e a v e ! 
I t is in beholding scenes like these th a t 
m an can realize bis ow n littleness—his 
ow n im potence against th e destructive 
forces of th e unchained elem ents. 
W e have y e t, at th is w riting, to learn 
w hether th is great w ork of death and 
desolation 
w as 
th e resu lt of m an ’s 
crim inal negligence in placing an in- 
flecare dam betw een th e psnt-up w aters 
of th e m ountains and th e live3 of a dense 
population living on th e b an k s of the 
river below, or was due to a cloudburst 
or a perturbation of 
n atu re, 
against 
w hich h u m an foresight and precaution 
could not h ave prevailed. 
If the latter, 
we can only bow in subm ission to a 
pow er we cannot a rra ig n ; but if the 
form er, th en a fearful aDd inexpiable 
responsibility reBts som ew here. 
T h e sym pathies and th e sorrow s of 
ten d er hearts everyw here w ill go out in 
unbounded 
m easure to th e surviving 
friends of th e victim s of th is fearful and 
unprecedented calam ity.

W e 
em phatically 
agree w ith him in b is p ro test against the 
“ b a rb a rism ” th at w ould w aste the sew­ 
age of th is city w hen there are thousands 
of acres on the lise of the projected con­ 
d u it th at could be benefited and enriched 
b y it. It is Dot necessary, a t this stage of 
th e w orld’s progress, to say th at w hen the 
w aste of a great city is not judiciously 
applied to replace th e exhaustion of cul­ 
tivation and to create fecundity in barren 
floils, those w ho are responsible for such 
an ac t of folly render them selves liable 
to th e severest criticism . 
W hilst it is 
proper to m ak e provision for the sea out­ 
fall, th e g reat object of th e disposition of 
th e sewage ought to be to convey it 
th ro u g h lands th at will need it hereafter, 
if th ey do not now. 
The sewage of all 
th e great cities of E urope is utilized as a 
soil enricher. 
T here are thousands of 
acres of sandy land lying under the pos 
sible lines of our sew er w hich could be 
m ade fertile an d profitable w ith th e city's 
sew age. 
L et us not forget th a t (he work 
we are now projecting is not for a day, 
b n t for all tim e ; and a m istake now will 
p erhaps be irreparable hereafter. 


A communication elsew here draw s a t­ 
ten tio n to th e fact th at th e rich lands 
adjoining th e city to th e south and west 
are n early altogether cultivated by C hi­ 
nese. 
T hese lands, as we understand it, 
are rented to th e M ongolians, who raise 
vegetables upon them an d supply our 
m ark et w ith kitchen truck. 
W hy is it 
th a t w hite m en can n et U ke this profit­ 
a b le industry out of the hands of the 
C hinese?

Sacram ento, 
O akland, 
San 
Francisco 
an d 
other 
cities, 
wj^ite 
gardeners 
have 
nearly 
alto­ 
g eth er 
supplanted

M ongolians, 
w ho form erly had a m onopoly of this 
business in those cities. 
I t is without 
d o ubt a profitable in d u stry in those 
cities, and w onld be m ore so here, for 
o ar soil and clim ate are m ore propitious 
to th e growth of vegetables th an they are 
in th e northern p art of th e State. 
As 
long an w hite people will leave th is par­ 
ticular industry in M ongolian hands they 
w ill m onopolize it. 
T he way to root 
th e m out is for industrious C aucasians to 
r e n t garden patches and go energetically 
in to the business. 


Aw I n t e r n a t io n a l N ece ssity— S ilv e r 
H e m osre 11 r. e d . 
T he able speeches of one of th e Ne­ 
vada S enators, H on. W m . M. Stew art, 
have lately called attention, in a notable 
w ay, to th e g reat injustice w hich lias 
been do n e to th e m asses all over the 
world b y th e dem onetization of silver. 
T he U nited States, owing to the great in­ 
fluence exerted in W all and New Street!, 
N ew Y ork, by th e London bankers, has 
been m ade to co-operato w ith England 
and G erm any in the discrediting of one 
of th e precious m etals. 
T he significance 
of this outrage can only be realized when 
we consider th a t w hen, in 1873, the 
w eight oi the U nited S tates was thrown 
into th e scale in favor of th e dem onetiza­ 
tion of silver, th e coinage of th e two 
m etals was about equal iu am o u n t in the 
circulation of th e w crld. 
T he result was 
not m erely the discrediting of silver as a 
coinage, but th e revolution converted it 
into a com m odity, to be m easured, like 
bouses, lands a n d m erchandise, by the 
single gold stan d ard . 
In o ther words, 
not only were lands, ch attels, stocks and 
all other m edium s of b a rte r thereaft er 
to be 
m easured 
by 
gold, but one

W hen th is capital 
crim e 
against the rig h ts of th e poor m an and 
th e debtor class was consum m ated, tha 
w heat and o th er products of th e Califor­ 
n ia farm er sold for tw ice th e figures th it 
they bring to-day. 
W ithin a m onth 
after th is outrage against civilization and 
progress was com m itted, every intelli­ 
gent m an who owed a dollar knew th at 
h e w as practically obliged to pay two. 
On th e farm ing class th e infam ous im ­ 
position bore w ith an especially crashing 
w eight; because, w hile be was obliged to 
sell b is products for h alf tb e price be 
conld have realized before, he fonnd it 
q u ite twice as hard to get m oney where­ 
w ith to discharge his obligations. 
Senator S tew art, bo th in h is place in 
C ongress, and in bis speech before the 
San Francisco C ham ber of Com merce, 
dw elt eloquently upon tb e facts we have 
enum erated.

Jones, who 
was th en , as now, a m em ber of th e United 
States Senate from N evada—in a lum in­ 
ous report to th e Senate of th e United 
States—placed it upon record th a t the 
provision w hich appeared in th e Revised 
S tatues of tbe U nited States dem onetiz­ 
ing silver 
h a d never 
passed 
either 
H ouse of CoDgrees. 
I t was “ snaked” 
through by R epublican m anipulators. 
All the sam e, it w as th is Republican 
m easure—m ade on its face to receive the 
sanction of a 
R epublican 
President, 
Senate and H ouse of R epresentatives— 
w hich has produced th a t constriction of 
th e m oney m arket, th a t constipation of 
th e circulating m edium , w hich has m ade 
th e rich richer, the ]>oor poorer, and th e 
d ebtor m ore th an ever th e m odern fa c 
simile of th a t G urth th e T hrall who fig­ 
ures in W alter Scott’s im m ortal picture 
of Saxon Bervitnde in Ivanhoe. 
I t is a very convenient thing th a t these 
Republican statesm en h ave sh o rt m em ­ 
ories; and, for our p art, w e welcome

th eir struggle for em ancipation, even 
though one’s own party should have been 
th e principal in stru m en t in th e enslave­ 
m ent of tbe m asses, n ot only in the 
U nited States b ut in the m etes and 
bounds of th e world.

France h a s alw ays been 
strongly favorable to th e double standard 
an d th e sam e m ay be said of all the L atin 
races. I t only needs th e earn est and 
sincere co-operation of th e people and 
governm ent of the U nited States to give

ab u n d a n t m oney, 
through a resum ption of th e double 
standard of gold and silver, which m eans 
vitalized enterprise an d splendid business 
activity. T his country m ade a partial 
sta rt in 1878 tow ards correct principles of 
finance by th e passage of the Bland Silver 
Bill, which directed th e Secretary of th e 
Treasury to buy m onthly, and coin, n ot 
less than tw o m illion dollars’ worth of 
silver bullion, nor m ore th an four m il­ 
lions’ worth. 
B ut th is is only the en ter­ 
ing wedge, an d tb e b u tt end m ust be 
driven hom e. 
W ith silver rem onetized 
m ining w ould take on new life, and th e 
Pacific C oast States would share to a 
m arked ex ten t in an international and

revival, tb e only 
objectors to w hich w ould be th e possess­ 
ors of fixed incom es in A m erica an d 
E urope, w ho desire to see m oney dear, 
property ch eap a n d labor practically 
enslaved.

The inquiry w as subm itted to th e Secre­ 
tary of the T reasury a n d elicited th e re ­ 
sponse from h im th at th e dim ensions cf 
the building w ould n o t be sufficient to 
accom m odate a ll the public offices, and 
th at th e L and Office w onld, threfore, be 
left out.

It is stated at th e office of th e P enn­ 
sylvania R ailroad early th is m orning 
that th e deaths w ould ru n up into the 
thousands. 
A stream of h u m an beings 
was sw ept before th e angry floods, and 
was som ething m ost pit-fal to behold.

T he people had been w arned e a rl7 in 
th e m orning to m ove to th e h igh lands, 
but did not heed th e w arning, although 
repeated a n u m b er of tim es up to 1 
o’clock, w hen th e w ater poured into C in­ 
der street several feet deep. 
T h e houses 
began rocking to and fro, and finally th e 
force of th e current curried tb e buildings 
across th e streets into vacant lots, and 
d ashed them against each o th er, b reak­ 
ing them into fragm ente. 
T hese build­ 
ings were freighted w ith poor w retches, 
who, so shortly before, laughed al the 
cry of daDger. 
M cC artney says that, in 
Borne cases, h e found fifteen persons 
clinging to buildings. 
It is im possible to 
get to Johnstow n proper to day in any 
m an n er except by a row boat. 
T he only 
hope is to get w ithin about th ree m iles 
of Johnstow n by a special tra in or by a 
hand-car. 
This will be done b y an A s­ 
sociated Press agent w ithin th e next 
hour. 
GIVING UP ITB DEAD. 
T h e w aters are now receding here as 
rapidly as they rose last n ig h t,, and as 
th e banks are uncovered th e dead are 
showiDg up. 
A lready nine bodies, five 
of th em wom en, h ave been picked up 
w ithin th e lim its of the borough since 
daylight. 
None have y et been recog- 
nfzed. 
One beautiful w om an, 25 years 
old, h ad clasped in her arm s a babe six 
m onths old. 
The dead body of a young 
m an was discovered in tne branches of a 
huge tree which h ad been carried down 
the stream . 
Ail ih e orchards, crops and 
shru b b ery along th e banka of the iiver 
are destroyed. 
T h e body of an o th er wom an has just 
been discovered in th e river here. 
H er 
foot was discpvered above th e surface of 
the w ater. 
A rope was fastened about it 
and is now tied to a tree w aiting assist­ 
ance to land it. 
SOME OE THU RARE RESCUED. 
Jo h h L. W ebber and wife, an o ld couple, 
M ike M etzgar and Jo h n F orney were 
rescued near here th is m orning. They 
h ad been carried from hom e in C am bria 
C ity on Ihe roof of a bouee. Seven others 
w ere on th e roof of th e honse w hen they 
w ere carried off. 
All w ere drow ned. 
'I hey are unknow n to W ebber, they 
having drifted on to the roof from floating 
d ebris. W ebber and wife were thoroughly 
d renched, aBd 
alm ost helpless 
from 
exposure. 
They were u nable to walk 
w hen taken from the roof. 
HUNTING FOR THE DEAD. 
T he banks on both sides of the river 
are crow ded w ith anxious w atchers, and 
w ith horrifying frequency th eir vigils are 
rew arded by ih e discovery of a dead 
body. 
W ithin th e last half h o u r th ree 
floating bodies h ave been recovered at 
th is point. 
H un d red s of people from 
Johnstow n and up-river towns are h u rry ­ 
ing h ere in search of friends and rela ­ 
tives sw ept aw ay in last n ig h t’s flood. 
The m ost intense excitem ent prevails. 
S treet corners are crowded w ith pale, 
anxious people, who tell of th e awful 


calam ity w ith still breath. T he bodifs 
are being prepared for burial, b u t will be 
held for identification. 
LYING THICK IN THE MUD. 
Four boys have just come from th e 
th e river bank above here. 
They say 
th a t on th e opposite side a num ber of 
bodies can be seen lying in th e m ud. 
They found th e body of a woman on Ibis 
side. 
R . B. Rogers, Justice of th e Peace a t 
N ineveh, w ired th e Coroner a t Greens- 
burg that, one hundred dead bodies were 
fouud at th at place. 
From th is, one can 
estim ate th at th e loss of life will reach 
over 1,000, 
perhaps 
m ore. 
No one 
know s, 110 one can guess, th e sickening 
sight th a t is expected to be m ot by cor­ 
respondents w hen tliey arrive at the 
scene. 
A report is ju st received that 
tw enty persons are ou the island near 
N ineveh, and a m an ond wom an on a 
p artly subm erged tree. 
PERISHED IN THE FIRE. 
T he report has ju st reached here th at 
a t least 100 people were consum ed in the 
(io n es a t Johnstow n laet night. 
It is said to be an awful horror, but 
inform ation cannot be obtained here. 
Tho air is filled w ith thrilling, alm ost in­ 
credible storieB, but none of them are a 6 
yet confirm ed. 
It is certain, how ever, 
th at th e worst cannot be im agined. 
AUTHENTIC NEWS RECEIVED.

FLOATED TO PITTSBURG.

Four other bodies were

ROASTED IN TIIE WRECKAGE. 
T h e ruins of houses, outbuildings and

from an overturned stove or som e such 
cause th e up p er p art of th e wreckage 
caught fire. 
T here were crow ds of m en, 
w om en and ch ild ren 
on th e wreck 
T b eir scream s soon added to th e awful 
chorus of horror. 
T hey were literally 
roasted in the flood. 
Soon after th e fire 
burned itself out others were throw n 
against th e m ass. 
T here w ere fifty peo­

up and sw ept u n d er tbe bridge into the 
pitchy d arkuess.

PITIFUL STORIES. 
J u s t before reaching th e Sang Hollow 
end of th e m ain line of th e P ennsylvania 
R ailroad, is a signal tow er, an d th e m en 
in it told stories of w hat th ey saw, so 
piteous th a t I could not listen to half of 
it. 
H ere are som e little odds an d ends 
of happenings 
they told 
m e of: 
A 
beautiiul girl cam e down on th e roof of a 
building w hich was sw ung in n ear the 
tower. 
She scream ed to th e operators 
to

and

brave 
fellow w alked 
as far into th e river 
as he could, and shouted to h e r to guide 
herself into the shore w ith a bit of plank. 
She was a plucky girl an d stood upou 
her frail support. In evident obedience to 
the com m and of the operator, sh e m ade 
two or th ree bold strokes and actually 
stopped th e course of the raft for an in ­ 
stan t, th en it sw ung out from u nder her. 
She tried to sw im ashore, but in a few 
Beconds she w a3 lost in th e sw irling 
w eter. 
Som ething h it her for sh e lay 
q u ietly 
on 
h er 
back, 
w ith 
her 
face pallid and expressionless. M en and 
w om en in dozens, in pairs and sin g ly ; 
ch ildren, boys big and little, and wee 
babies w ere th ere in am ong th e awful 
confusion, drow ning, gasping, struggling 
and fighting desperately for life* Two 
m en on a tiny raft shot by in th e sw iftest 
p art of th e current. 
T hey crouched, 
stolidly looking at th e shore, w hile be­ 
tw een th em , dressed iu w hite an d kneel­ 
ing w ith h er face turned heavenw ard, 
w as a girl 0 or 7 years of age. W hen she 
cam e opposite to w h ere she 
turned 
h er 
face 
to 
th e 
oparator, 
w as 
so 
close 
th at 
th ey 
could 
see big tears on h er cheeks and h er pal­ 
lor was as d eath . H elpless m en on shore 
shouted to h er to keep up courage and 
she resum ed her devout a ttitu d e and 
disappeared u nder th e trees of a project­ 
ing point a sh o rt distance below . 
“ W e 
could not see h er come o ut a g ain ,” said 
the operator and th at was all of it. 
“ Do 
you see th at fringe of tre e s? ” said the 
operator, pointing to a place w here the 
little girl had gone o ut of sight. 
“ W ell, 
we saw scores of children sw ept in there. 
I believe th a t w hen th e tim e com es they 
will find alm ost a h u n d red bodies of 
children in th ere am ong those bushes. 
NINEVAU’s POSITION. 
J u s t above New F lorence is th e little 
tow n ef N inevah.

E very now a n d then 
ghastly outlines could be seen in the 
w ater being sw ept dow n th e stream .

graphic point to Johnstow n, a n d the d e ­ 
lay in getting off new s dispatches h a s 
been fairly m addening. 
T he A ssociated 
Press expedition was first in th e field, 
and was ready w ith thousands of words 
of specials, but no wires could be h a d 
from 11 a . m. until alm ost 2 p. m . 
N o 
special train s could be hired, no locom o­ 
tives were to be bought, and th e situ a ­ 
tion can be appreciated. 
GOING TO VIEW THE SCENE. 
S a n g H o llo w , P a.. Ju n e 1.—A t 9:3 0 
th e first tia in passed New Florence ea st, 
crow ded w ith people from P ittsburg a n d 
places en route. 
T he people are going 
to th e Beene of the disaster w ith little 
hopo of finding loved ones alive. It w as 
a heart-rending sight and not a dry eye 
was in th e train. 
M others m ourned for 
th eir children.

A bout 9 o ’clock.th e first passenger tra ia 
since Friday reached tho New Florence 
depot w ith a load of eager passengers. 
M eu w ere staring out of tb e w indow s 
w ith red eyes, am one th em tough-look­ 
ing H ungarians an d Italian s who lost 
friends n ear N iniveh, while m any were 
w eeping on all sides. 
SEARCHING FOR THEIR LOST ONES.

A HORRID SIGHT. 
T he scene to-day is one of th e m ost 
h arrow ing possible for th e im agination 
of m an to conceive. 
T he accum ulated 
drift gorged up at th e viaduct to a h eig h t 
of 40 feet and th en took fire from th e up­ 
setting of stoves or lam ps. 
T here were 
strong m en m ade sick at th e sig h t, as 
tho flam es cracked and roared am ong the 
dry tim ber of floating bouses, and h u m an 
bodies w ere seen pinioned betw een house 
roofs, locom otives, iron beam s, freight, 
passenger, Fullm an and baggage cars, 
th e greedy flam e licking w ith haste th eir 
diet of hu m an flesh. T he scene was

figures of age they were burned before 
th e eyes of tbe beholders and no rescue 
from Buch a fate was possible.

HOME INCIDENTS. 
On boards stretch ed along th e top of 
pews were th irty bodies which h a d been 
snatched from th e stream by F attier 
T hom as D arlin an d som e of bis parish- 
oners w hom he h ad pressed into service. 
W hile in th e aw ful presence of th e dead, 
tb e Associated P ress representatives saw 
Jo sep h Sm ith, a m an of ex trao rd in ary size 
and stren g th , on te r. 
H e said n ot a word, 
but quietly w ent from corpse to corpse 
ifting stained and m ud-bespaterod cov­ 
erings of tb e dead. 
A t last he cam e to 
ih e corpse of a child about nine years 
old, his daughter. 
H e looked a t the 
sw ollen and blood-stained features a mo­ 
m ent, th en w ith a voice of agony cried, 
“ My Maggie, my little M aggie!” a t tbe 
sam e tim e pressing her form to his 
bosom . 
T he m an took h is child and 
w ent w ith it to w hat had been h is hom e. 
H e placed it beside those of his wife and 
tw j o th er children, all of whom h ad been 
drow ned.

A t M orrell forty-three 
bodies were laid out w aiting tu be identi­ 
fied. 
E ig h t of them were ch ildren, one 
th a t of a child w hich a physician said 
had been born w hile th e m o th er was 
gghting for her life in a raging flood.

force. 
M any w ere found w ith th eir 
hands clinging tenaciously to b ran ch es of 
trees and shrubs. 
In one case a young 
couple were found locked in each o th er’s 
arm s. 
In an o th er case a m o th er was 
found w iih a child clasped w ith each 
arm and held closely to her bosom. 
T here is no possibility of telling ju st who 
has been lost, as th o u san d s are m issing.

SOME 
CURIOUS 
CEREMONIES. 


Novel S ig h ts T h a t A nnually A ttract 
L a rg e C ard es of T ourists From 
E u ro pe aiul A m erica. 
D a ily and "Weekly, 
The aspect of Madrid, and in fact of 
all other Spanish cities, dining the Iloly 
Week, is of a nature which carries one 
back to the middle ages. 
So curious are 
the various ceremonies which take place 
during the eight days preceding Easter 
that large parties of tourists, which this 
year include a number of well-known 
New Yorkers, visit the Peninsula for the 
purpose of witnessing them. From Thurs­ 
day evening until Sunday morning no 
carriage, cart, tramcar or omnibus is al­ 
lowed in the streets. All the sentinels and 
troops when on duty carry their arm s re­ 
versed, as if at a funeral, aud the officers 
have crape on their sword-hilts and epau­ 
lettes. 
Women 
of 
all classes are 
dressed in sable hues and wear the na­ 
tional m antilla. Music and the sound of 
bells is forbidden during the whole of 
the Passion Week. On Thursday, Fri­ 
day and Saturday strict fast is observed 
from one end of the country to the 
other, and during these three days more 
than 2,000 men, dressed in long white 
linen 
robes, with white linen veils, 
pierced with three holes for the mouth 
and eyes, drawn over their faces, patrol 
the streets of Madrid and Seville, carry­ 
ing crosses and lighted wax tapers in 
their hands, anti chanting psalms. 
On the last three days of Lent the 
Archbishop 
of 
Madrid, followed by 
hundreds 
of 
priests, walk 
in pro­ 
cession 
once 
a 
day 
through 
all the 
chief 
thoroughfares of tne 
city, sprinkling holy water on the crowd 
assembled there, and praying in a loud 
tone of voice for the the people. The 
procession, which is composed of monks, 
priests and members of various religious 
orders, is over two miles in length ; and 
litters draped with gold embroidered red 
velvet bearing the wooden images of 
saints are carried by men hired for the 
purpose, who are gorgeously atiired in 
mediaeval costumes. 
In front march 
twenty-four monks, carrying on their 
shoulders the statue of Our Lady of 
Almudena, the patron Ealnt of Madrid. 
This statue is literally ablaze with su­ 
perb jewels, lent for the occasion by the 
Queen, and all the ladies of the aristoc­ 
racy, who deem it an honor aud a privil­ 
ege to send their most costly gems to 
adorn the image of the Virgin. On the 
head of the statue sparkles the Queen’s 
crown, and around its neck, arm s and 
ankles arc string after string uf priceless 
pearls, chains of enormous diamonds, 
collars of emeralds, sapphires and rubies, 
which fairly dazzle the eye as it is borne 
along in the brilliant Southern sunlight. 
Onoof the strangest jewels which figure 
around the neck of Our Lady of Almu­ 
dena is a ring which bears a curious con­ 
nection to t! e misfortunes which have 
afflicted the royal house of Spain during 
the last two decades. 
It is a magnificent 
opal, surrounded by diamonds. The late 
King, Alfonso X II, gave it to his cousin 
Mercedes when he was betrothed to her, 
and she wore it during th e whole of her 
short 
married 
life. 
On her death 
the King presented it to his grand­ 
mother. the 
Queen 
Christina, 
who 
died 
soon 
after. 
Then 
it passed 
to the King’s sister, the Infanta del 
Pilar. 
The latter at once began to 
sicken, and in a few days breathed her 
last. 
Alfonso then banded it to his b í s - 
ter-in-law, 
Christiana, 
the youngest 
daughter of the Duke of Montpensier, 
but in three months she also was dead. 
His Majesty now resolved to retain the 
baneful jewel in his own keeping; but 
he, too, soon jfeli a victim to its mysteri­ 
ous malignancy. By order of the present 
Queen it has now been suspended by a 
chain around the neck of the Virgin of 
Almndena. 
In front of the Palace of Cortes a large 
platform is erected for the Queen and the 
members of the Court. 
As the proces- 
eion advancep, all the occupants of the 
grand stand fall upon their knees and 
remain in that position until the last of 
the pageant lias gone by. 
Occasionally, 
foreigners refuse to uncover and kneel 
when the procession passes. 
Last year 
it was an Englishman from Manchester, 
who deemed it undignified to follow the 
exam ple of the crowd among whom he 
stood in the streets in Seville. 
Two 
gendarmes 
immediately 
advanced 
toward him with drawn swords, and in 
a threatening manner ordered him at 
least to remove his hat. 
On perceiving 
their 
menacing 
attitude the worthy 
Briton squared up his fists and prepared 
to receive his assailants in accordance 
with th e rules of the Marquis of QueenB- 
berry. 
He was, however, at once seized 
by the crowd, who forced him down on 
his knees, and then kicked and pounded 
him into unconsciousness, 
convinced 
that in so doing they were accomplishing 
an act pleasing to the church. 
A curious ceremony takes place on 
Good Friday at noon, in the Throne- 
room of the Koyal I’alace at Madrid. 
This ceremony is observed in commem­ 
oration of Christ’s washing the feet of 
the Apostles. 
Twelve old people are 
brought before the Queen, who, assisted 
by the Grand Mistress of the Robes, 
kneels before them in turn, and, dipping 
a richly embroidered silk towel in a gold 
basin, washes their feet. 
They are pre- 
eented with suits of clothes, purses of 
money and huge baskets of provisions at 
the conclusion of the ceremony, which 
all the members of the Court are invited 
to attend. 
On the same day, in accordance with 
a pious tradition, the Minister of Justice 
eubmits for the Queen’s signature, the 
free and full pardon of the three prison­ 
ers lying under sentence of 
death. 
These documents are placed on a table 
in front of the high altar of the palace 
chapel, and, at the end of the vespers, 
the Court Chaplain, approaching the 
Sovereign, pronounces these words: 
“ Madame, does Your Majesty grant 
her pardon to these criminals?” 
“ I pardon them, so that God may par­ 
don m e,” answers the Queen Regent.

WRITERS OF FAM0U8 OPERAS. 


Rossini the Joker, Meyerbeer the 
Jealous, Berlioz the Dyspeptic, 
Offenbach the Gamester. 


Tho house of Brandus A Cie. in Paris 
a m enjoyed in the paat the distinction of 
being the original publisher of the works 
t such shining stars in the musical 
__nam ent as Rossini and Meyerbeer 
'Beethoven and Berlioz, Offenbach and 
’«lotow. 
For over a quarter of a century 
the eenior partner and managing director 
of the house was M. Gemmy Brandu9, 
who, in addition to being a publisher, 
waa a devoted adm irer of music and a 
critic of no mean parts. At his home in 
the Faubourg M ontmartre he loved to 
hold reunions of the musical talent of 
the day, and there the great masters 
came on terms of the warmest friend­ 
ship and intimacy. 
H ere, at his father’s 
house, it wae that Mr. Edouard Brandus 


jk>w living in this city, met the musical 
oeiebritiee of the day, and saw them in 
the familiar intercourse of every-day life. 
M r Brandas now has in his possession 
aeverel score of personal letters from such 
of the dead maestros as Rossini, Beetho­ 
ven and Meyerbeer, besides a liberal 
fond of anecdotes regarding their per­ 
sonal habits, traits and characteristics. 
To see these letters and gather some 
of these anecdotes, I called upon Mr. 
Brandus at his residence, in West Fifty- 
seventh street. 
H e very kindly con­ 
sented to furnish the information sought. 
Going to a quaintly carved little cabi­ 
net he procured a package bound about 
with bright blue ribbon. 
Upon loosen­ 
ing the ribbon a mass of papers and let­ 
ters, yellow and time-eear«il, were scat­ 
tered 
over the table. 
Examination 
showed 
that 
the

itinw ! letters, 
receipts, 
etc., from 
Beethoven, 
Chopin, 
Meyerbeer, 
Offenbach. 
Floto w, 
Lecocq 
and 
m any others of, comparatively speaking. 
1 ester note. Among the letters was a 
large portrait of an old man with power­ 
ful shoulders, strong features and a 
brown wig. There was the suggestion 
of a wicked twinkle in the dark, widely 
opened eyes, and about the clean-shaven 
lips there lurked a decided sarcasm. On 
the back of the picture was scrawled a 
signature—Rossini. Taking up the pic­ 
ture and looking into it with a smile, 
Mr. Brandns began to talk. 
“ Rossini? 
Yes, th a t’s jnst how he 
looked when this was taken. He was 
then nearly 70 years old, and, as you 
will notice, thanks to his brown wig, he 
looked remarkably young and well pre­ 
served. 
Rossini, although the writer of 
■ueh a serious class of music,was, strange 
one of the biggest jokers that ever 
To have met him in life, without 
to say, one of the biggest jokers that ever 
lived. To have met him in life, without 
knowing anything about his fame, one 
wonld have surmised that he was a 
writer of comic opera9, to such an extent 
was the love of joking predominant in 
him . 
I remember, for instance, one 
S 
ractical joke in particular perpetrated 
y Rossini. 
There was a composer 
nam ed C&rafa who was alwavs in the 
most alarming state of impecuniosity— 
‘dead broke,’ as we say here. One day— 
it was in 1866—Carafa came to borrow 
some money from Rossini. 
“ ‘W ell,’ said Rossini, after listening to 
C arala’s dolorous tale, ‘I ’m sorry 1 
can’t lend you any money to-day, but 
I ’ll tell you what I ’ll do. I ’ll write 
some music for you, and if you will just 
take it to Brandus, my publisher, he’ll 
give you some money down for it.’ 
‘‘Carafa gladly accepted this proposi­ 
tion, and in a wonderfully short amount 
of tim e Rossini had ñlled several pages 
w ith notes. 
The piece 
he entitled 
‘Donees Reminiscenses sur l’Africaine, 
by Rossini. Carafa hurried off with the 
composition to the Rue Richelieu to lay 
it before Brandus. The latter, upon see­ 
ing the manuscript, was greatly excited 
and surprised, for Rossini and Meyer­ 
beer, the composer 
of 
‘l’Africaine 
were, it was well known, bitter enemies. 
“ The publisher’s joy over receiving an 
improvisation on ‘L’Africaine* from such 
a source was great, for the composition 
would be sure of having a very large 
sale, and he gladly paid Carafa, the im- 
peennious, the sum of 1,000 francs. Soon 
after Carafa had left with the money and 
th e publisher’s excitem ent over the pur­ 
chase had a little cooled down, it occurred 
to him to try the music. 
What was his 
discomfiture to find that it consisted of 
series of the most vilely discordant com 
hi nation», a certain amount of fiendish 
ingenuity having been exerted in pro­ 
ducing the hideous ensemble. 
“ The antagonism between Rossini and 
Meyerbeer was very great. 
Up to 
1831 
Rossini’s 
William 
Tell 
stood 
in 
the very 
first 
rank 
of 
oper­ 
atic successes, but in th at year Meyer­ 
beer’s Robert le Diable was 
brought 
out in Paris and achieved such a triumph 
as to cast even William Tell in the shade. 
After that Rossini never wrote another 
opera. 
It may, therefore, be 
said that 
1831 marks the rite of Meyerbeer and the 
partial eclipse of Rossini. 
“ These were Rossini’s sweet reminis­ 
cences of his enemy Meyerbeer’s 'L ’Af­ 
ricaine.’ 
M. Gemmy Brandus never 
sought to recover the 1,000 francs given 
to Carafa. 
He preferred to lose them 
quietly, rather than have Rossini’s joke 
get abroad. 
“ But if Rossini was thus liberal in his 
charity—even if it was with other peo­ 
ple’s money—his wife certainly never 
displayed any tendencies whatsoever in 
this direction. 
8he was penuriousness 
itself. Yet, in spite of this tendency, 
she loved to have company about her, 
and to give dinner parties at her house 
n Paris. 
“ The one source of solicit ude to her 
in connection with these dinner parties 
was the expense of the edibles consumed 
by the guests.’’ 
“ Upon one occasion she gave a little 
dinner party, and when the time for 
dessert came she suddenly astonished 
those gathered around her festive board 
by making the following announcement: 
4 My dear friends, I had some lovely 
fruit sent here from Potel & C'habot’a, 
and some excellent pastry from Fras­ 
cati’s, and it’s sll there in that buffet; 
but, unluckily, I ’ve lost the key. Won’t 
you come to d ie drawing-room and have 
a demi-tasse of coffee ? ’ 
“ It is not generally known of Meyer­ 
beer that his real nam e was Joseph Beer. 
Such is, however, the fact. 
In his early 
days he received lessons from a very 
talented teacher and composer named 
Meyer, for whom he formed snob a 
strong attachm ent as to lead him to pre­ 
fix his teacher’s name to his own. 
Mich­ 
ael Beer, the em inent German tragedian 
who wrote the libretto ai Struenue, a 
ia of which Meyerbew wrote the 


of the maestros, never known to lose his 
temper. 
“ ‘My dear maBter,* he would say,with 
the utmost gentleness, to some humble 
member of the orchestra, ‘will you for­ 
give m e? hut I think you were a little in 
error in the phrasing of ttui^ last pas- 


“ Meyerbeer died in 1864 at a hotel in 
in the Champs Elyeies, which hotel after 
his death took his name. 
He died at ;> 
o’clock in the morning, in the arm s of 
Louis and Gemmy 
Brandus. 
Louis 
Brandus was Meverbeer’s executor, and 
took the body hack on a special train to 
Berlin, where Meyerbeer had held the 
official position of Director-General of 
Music to His Majesty the King of l’rus- 
,. 
It is buried i here. 
‘Flotow, the composer of Martha, used 
to dye his hair and moustache to a 
very deep and glossy black. U pon one 
occasion he was taken sick and was con­ 
fined to his bed for some time. One line 
afternoon an old man with a long white 
beard presented himself at the theater. 
The doorkeeper did not know him and 
refused to adm it him. 
It turned out to 
be Flotow, who had allowed hie board to 
grow during his illness, and, not being 
accustomed to a beard, had forgotten to 
dye it. It contrasted very strongly with 
the dyed moustache and hair. 
He was 
then over 80 years of age. 
His visiting 
cards were inscribed Baron von Flotow. 
"The last opera composed by Flotow 
was L'Ombre, a three-act opera, with 
only two male and two female parts, and 
no chorus. The only composition of the 
kind exactly similar to it is Halsvy’s 
V E clair. L'Ombre was produced in Paris 
in 1870, ami was a magnificent success. 
Its production was brought to an un­ 
timely close by the outbreak of the 
Franco-Prussian war. 
“ Just a few days before IS Ombre was 
produced Berlioz died. 
Berlioz, pre­ 
sumably, was quite a peculiar character. 
He had a very yellow skin, suffered 
tortures from dyspepsia, and Beamed 
always at.war with himself and the rest 
of mankind. He might well be described 
as the mathematician of music. Strange 
to say, he did not know how to play the 
piano until be was more than thirty 
years old. 
“ His works never achieved any great 
fame during his lifetime, 
but 
were 
brought into popularity after his death 
through the efforts of Colonne, a well- 
known musical director, who occupies in 
Paris much the saíne position that Theo­ 
dore Thomas does here. 
Berlioz was a very hard critic of 
brother composers. 
In 1859, when Gou­ 
nod’s Faust was first produced at the 
Theater Lyrique, Berlioz sat in the stall 
next to my father. 
“ ‘1 hope, my dear Brandus,’ he said 
to him at the close of the performance 
that you are not going to publish celte 
eochonnerie la! There is absolutely noth­ 
ing to it but that chorus of soldiers, and 
even that suggests mountebank music.* 
“ My father did not agree with him, 
but he did not publish Faust, although it 
was offered to him, because tie did not 
care to invoke the jealous wrath of 
Meyerbeer, whose Dinorah he was just 
then making arrangements to publish. 
“ The coppriglit of Faust for all coun­ 
tries was tinailv bought by Choudeus 
who paid for it 15,000 francs—about 
$3,000.

A 
pretty high opinion of himself always had 
Offenbach. 
“ ‘You were horn in Bonn, were you 
not?’ asked an acquaintance of him one 
day. 
“ ‘No, no,’ was the reply, ‘1 was born 
in 
Cologne. 
You 
are thinking of 
Beethoven. Piease don’t get me mixed 
up with him .’ 
“ Offenbach was a terrible gambler, 
and used to lose everything he possessed 
at the tables at Monte Carlo. When he 
died he left nothing but his copyrights. 
“ Offenbach used to write music with 
great fluency, often knocking off an or­ 
chestration in the midst of a roomful of 
people. He was very quick and irn pa­ 
ttern in his movements, and the brief 
notes received from him by his friends 
were a labor oi difficulty to decipher. 
“ Great, however, as was the success 
won by La Gratule Puchesse, this success 
eannot compare with that of La Filie de 
Mine. Angot, by Lecocq, which was first 
produced in Brussels in 1872, and subse­ 
quently at the Folies Dramatiques, in 
Paris, in February, 1873, and ran 565 
consecutive nights. 
“ Lecocq is a self-made man lie is 
lame, one of his feet being bent up under 
him , and he uses crutches.

Two 
years before Donizetti’s Lucia di Lam 
mermoor had been produced, Meyerbeer 
left a trunk containing a quantity of 
partially-completed scores in the care of 
my father. Some time after Lucia had 
been played this trunk was ouened by 
Meyerbeer, who sat down at the piano 
and began playing over some of his old 
acores, which he had not paid any atten­ 
tion to in years. 
“ To the surprise of all present, one of 
these scores was practically a duplication 
of the famous Septuor in Lucia. This 
goes to show that composers, like authors, 
sometimes get the 
same 
inspiration 
almost simultaneously and quite inde­ 
pendently of each other. 
“ This reminds me of my friend Theo­ 
dore Ritter, the pianist, whose sister 
Cecile created ' Virginia’ in Victor Masse’s 
Paul and Virginie,' produced at the 
Gaiete, in Paris, in 1878. 
One evening 
Theodore sat down to the piano and con­ 
ceived, as he imagined, a truly celestial 
composition. Next morning he found he 
had simply been playing over W eber’s 
Last Prayer. 
“ Auber, also, I remember quite well. 
He died in 1871, at the ripe old age of 84 
years. 
His last operatic success was ‘Le 
Premier Jour de Bonheur,’ the leading 
roles of which were created by Capoul 
and Marie Roze. 
Every day in fine 
weather for some years preceding his 
death Auber could be seen driving out 
to the Bois behind a fine pair of horses. 
H e was almost always accompanied by 
some young woman, the society of young 
women being especially pleasing to him.

anil immense damage is being done to 
houses and bridges floating down the 
stream. 
The Eire Department was 
called ont at 3 o’clock to rescue the in­ 
mates of houses in the eastern part of the 
city, 
HARRISBURG CATCHES IT. 
H a r r is b u r g , Pa., June ' —A great 
rainstorm has od* .iled 9 
* loss here. 
In the east and juth er 
of the city the 
water rose ah »e the brinks of the Paxton 
creek, swept away the bridges and 
cached the first stories of the houses. 
Last night hundreds of families were in 
distress and forced to leave their homes. 
The Mayor conducte 1 a relief expedí i n 
which utilized all the boats to be ha i, 
and, while the rain came down in tor­ 
rents, he and his assistants did good 
work. While thus engaged, the Mayor 
and one of hi* officers narrowly escaped 
drowning, 
'i le Susquehanna river at 
this poi .t is eighteen feet above low 
water mark, and 1 ¡sing every hour. Inde­ 
pendence Ialaud is completely covered. 
The tracks fit the Pennsylvania road 
south of here are covered by two feet of 
water. 
Advices .jSt received from points up 
the river say that the beautiful fish 
houses built by the Harrisburgers, about 
ten miles from here, were washed away, 
as were sheds and outhouses of every 
kind. 
The great embankments here 
have caved in, the culverts of the sewers 
have been demolished, and great trees 
laid prone. 
THE FLOOD IN MARYLAND. 
E llio tt C it y, Md., June 1.—Hundreds 
of people line the baDks of the Patapair 
today, watching the rushing flood, which 
has receded but a few inches since last 
night. 
Nothing since the flood of 1867 
equals this. All communications further 
west by rail are cut off. 
Several build­ 
ings have been swept down the stream. 
The only death reported is that of Wil­ 
liam Hudson, at Orange Grove. 
F r e d e r ic k , Md., June 1.—Rain has 
poured incessantly since Thursday night. 
The wheat crop in this county has been 
damaged to an extent that cannot now 
be estimated, and the early fruit íb de­ 
stroyed. The Potemac at Point of Rocks 
and the vicinity is rapidly over-reaching 
its banks, and the damage will he great 
Advices from Westminister, Md., says 
that the surrounding lands are inundated 
and many of the workmen are unable to 
get to their homes. Between New Wind­ 
sor and Lin wood, and between Lin wood 
and Union Bridge, the Western Mary­ 
land Railroad is covered with water toa 
de^ih of three feet by the waters of 
L'trie Pipe cr ek, and the track is washed 
away for a considerable distance. Two 
feet of water flow’s over the bridge at 
Harper’s Ferry, which is heavily loaded 
with locomotives and cars. The tracks 
on both sides of the river are submerged, 
as they are at Point of Rocks and St. 
John’s Hun, between Cumberland and 
Martinsbusg. 
There aro four small 
bridges undermined between Glen Cove 
and Hyndinan. The Cambria branches 
leading to Johnstown and the Sauls- 
bury branch are still blocked. 
THE BALLTOSHERS STALLED. 
H a r r is b u r g , June 1.—The Indianapo­ 
lis and Pittsburg ball teams are laid up 
here in consequence of washonts. They 
were to have played at Pittsburg to-day. 
D u b o is, June 1.—The heaviest floods 
in the history of Dubois occurred Thurs­ 
day night and yesterday. Rain began 
falling at 11 r. m. and came down in 
torrents without intermission until yes­ 
terday noon. The low lying parts ol the 
First Ward were entirely submerged. 
Small outbuildings were lifted from their 
foundations and, in many cases, floated 
away. The greatest excitement prevailed 
in the vicinity of Pentzrun, which sepa­ 
rates the First and Second wards of ihe 
city. At one time the buildings which 
face thie stream were in danger of having 
their foundations undermined, but now 
all is safe. No casualties ícported. 
THE PRESIDENNT’b SYMPATHY. 
W a s h in g to n , June 1.—The President 
has seut a teleg ram to the Mayor of 
Johnstown, Pa., expressing his sympa­ 
thy for the people of that city in their 
recent calamity, and saying that the 
Secretary of War is considering means 
for their relief. He also made a contri­ 
bution to the relief fund. 
THE PASSENGERS PERISHED. 
P itt8b u r o, June 1.—A Greensburg 
special says: The first section of the 
day express, which passed here at 9 
o’clock, was lying between Sang Hollow 
and Johnstown yesterday afternoon 
when the waters cams down. The flood 
cut one of the cars, containing about 
fifty or sixty passengers loose, and it was 
carried away, and it is supposed that the 
passengers perished. 
A few of the 
occupants of the other card, it is thought, 
escapad, but it is doubtful. 
S. M. Bell, 
of Latrobe, was tbo conductor, and 
escaped by the assistance rendered him. 
A BURNING BARRIER. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , June 1 .— A dispatch re­ 
ceived at 5 p. m. from Pittsburg, states 
that the Pennsylvania railroad people 
have succeeded in getting a tenoporary 
wire througii from Sang Hollow to the 
Western end of the railroad bridge which 
is west of Johnstown. The debris lodged 
againBt the bridge and piled up to a dis­ 
tance of probably forty feot, is stated to 
be still burning. Until the flames die 
ont, so as to admit of a passage across 
the bridge, nothing can be done toward 
repairing the heavy washout between the 
bridge and Johnstown Station. The 
dispatch also stated that the C'ambiia 
Iron Company’s plant, on the north Bide 
of the Conemangh river, at Johnstown, 
íb a comp'ote wreck. Until this dispatch 
was received, it was not thought here 
that this portion of the plant had been 
seriously injured. The plant is said to 
be valued at $5,000,000. 
RAILROAD PROPERTY DAMAGED. 
A dispatch received at the Pennsyl- 
sylvania Railroad office this afternoon 
says that considerable damage has been 
sustained by railroad property. It is 
feared that the bridge crossing the wefct 
branch of the Susqubanna at Linden wil 
go. This bridge was previously reported 
as being ballasted with a heavily-loaded 
freight train. 
Additional information from Phila­ 
delphia and the Erie branch is that the 
four-span bridgo across the Juniata river 
at Granville has been carried away. The 
water is still rising in the Juniata be­ 
tween Granville and Tnscarora, a dis­ 
tance of forty miles. Nothing is known 
of the condition of the road-bed or 
bridges. 
Of twenty bridges south of Ralston, on 
thee Northern Central branch, flvc are 


washed away, and all the rest ar> badly 
damaged. The Cumberland Valley rail­ 
road lost the new iron bridge crossing the 
Potomac river near Williamsgort. The 
Maryland bridge across the Kennenaho- 
ning creek at 8ennahoning is gone, and 
the bridge over the same stream at 
Keating is badly damaged. The railroad 
yard and tracks at Emporium have been 
badly washed out. 
THE SWOLLEN SUSQUEHANNA. 
At Williamsport, the west branch of 
the SuEquelianna is said to be thirty feet 
high. There is eight inches on the floor 
o' the railroad sta’ion there. This would 
i idicato that nearly the whole city is 
overflowed. At Harrisburg the Susque­ 
hanna is still rising. At Steelton two 
and a half feet of water flown over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks, and the 
steel plant at that place is also sub­ 
merged. 
THEY WANT TIIEIB NAMES. 
P it t s b u r g , June 1.—In this city to­ 
day there was but one topic of conversa­ 
tion, and that was the Johnstown deluge. 
Crowds of eager watchers all day long 
besieged the newspaper bulletin hoards 
and rendered the streets impassable. 
Many of them had friends or relatives in 
the the stricken district, and ‘‘names, 
names,” was their cry. But there were 
no names. The storm, which had per 
haps swept away the lives of their loved 
ones, had also carried away all means of 
communication, and their vigil was un­ 
warded. To show the state to which the 
telegraph is reduced, it íb sufficient to 
state that it is not yet known whether 
the telegraph operator at Johnstown is 
dead or alive. The nearest point to that 
city which can be reached touight is New 
Florence, and the one wire there is used 
almost constantly by orders for coffius, 
embalming fluid, and for nreparing 
special cars to carry recovered dead to 
their homes. Along the banks of the 
now turbulent Allegheny were placed 
watchers for dead bodies, and all wreck­ 
age was carefully ecauned for the dead. 
The result of this vigilance was the recov­ 
ery of one body, that of a woman. Seven 
other bodies were seen, but could not be 
reached owing to the swifc moving 
wreckage by which they were sur­ 
rounded. Measures for relief were 
promptly taken. The Mayors of both 
Pittsburg and Allegheny issued calls for 
maas-meetings, which were responded to 
by throngs of Pittsburg’s wealthiest men. 
At 1 i*. m . $60,000 was in hands, and at 
5 the sum was swelled to $100,000. 
P itt siiu r g, June 1.—A special train 
was chartered by the newspapers to 
carry provisions, medicines and clothing 
to the nearest possible point to Johns­ 
town. The railroad conductor who ar­ 
rived at the city this morning said: 
“There is no telling how many lives are 
lost. We got as far aB Bolivar and I 
tell you, it is a terrible sight. The body 
of a boy was picked up by some of us 
there, and there were seven bodies re­ 
covered altogether. I do not think aoy 
one got into Johnstown, and, it is my 
pinion that 
they 
will 
not get 
in very soon. 
No one who is not on the 
grounds has any idea of the damage 
done. It will be at leas^t a week before 
the extent of this flood is known, and 
then I think that many bodies will never 
be recovered. 
A dispatch from Ninevah says: There 
appears to be a large number of people 
lodged m trees and rubbish along the 
line. Many are alive. Rescuing parties 
should be organized at every station. 
Another telegram from Ninevah said 
that, up to noon, 175 bodies have been 
taken from the river at that point. The 
state of the water in the Allegheny river, 
this afternoon, became so alarming that 
resideuts living in the low districts began 
to move their effects to a higher grade. 
It has been a very busy day along the 
wharves, owing to the suddenness of the 
rise, and the coaling fleet are hard at 
work securing tows. 
THE SUSQUEHANA RISES. 
W il k ebb a r r e, Jane 1.—The Sueque- 
hana river at this point began rising 
rapidly this aiternoon, and is continuing 
at the rate of a foot an hour. Reports 
are coming in this evening from country 
districts to the effect that the crops are 
badly injured by the tremendous wind 
and heavy rain. Several washouts on 
the mountains have cccurred and trains 
due here are delayed. 
TUB SAME STORY. 
W a sh in g t o n , June 1.—The latest re­ 
ports from Hurper’s Feriy, says the Po- 
mac and Shenandoah rivers are rising 
one f jot per hour. Cattle boats and other 
drift are running thick. The river is 
very high here nnd is rising. The water 
has reached B street, and has put out the 
fiire in the engine house at the Washing­ 
ton monument aud stopped the elevator. 
The cellars on the south side of Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue are flooded. Last night after 
a fall of rain almost equivalent te a cloud 
hurst, the jock gate at the end of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Canal was car­ 
ried away by the rising water,and washed 
soveral 
canal boats 
into 
Rock 
Creek 
where they 
were 
des­ 
troyed. 
Bince then 
the 
river 
been rising rapidly, and the flood of 
waters from Harper’s Ferry and the 
upper tributaries are swelling it every 
moment. Along B street north, in the 
neighborhood of Centre Maiket, country 
producers were driven off early in the 
day and the street was turned into a 
lake, with floating chickencoops, market 
trucks and all sorts of odds and end*. 
Cellars were flooded, and muoh damage 
to property resulted among the commis­ 
sion houses. Up in Georgetown, the 
scene along the river fr jnt was exciting. 
Docks were under water, and lum­ 
ber and coal, cement, 
provisions, 
and all kiuds of property have besn 
carried away. At Long Bridge the water 
at sunset was almost level with the 
bridge floor. 
Several barges have al­ 
ready struck and sank here, and railroad 
men are making every effort to prevent 
the accumulation of drift against the 
bridge. 
The water is still creeping up, 
however, and the -bridge is in a precari­ 
ous condition. If it is carried away to­ 
night, which is by no me&nB improbable, 
the result will be a serious and long in­ 
terruption of railroad traffic between the 
North and the South. The coffer-dam at 
Long Bridge has been greatly injured 
and much of the work which has been 
done upon the Potomal flats, at an ex­ 
pense of millions of dollars, will lie un­ 
done. It is not yet possible to estimate 
the losses suffered by merchants and 
warehoure men, but one individual bas 
lost $30,000 worth of coal on one dock. 
FURTHER NORTH. 
E l m ir a, N. Y ., June 1.—The damage 
done to property in this county by the 
flood up to this time is about $300,000. 
The water ia higher than it has ever 
been known to be, and traffic is totally 
suspended. 
a f e w n a m e s. 
N e w F l o r e n c e, Pa., June 1,(9 p. m.) 
It is noV thought that the property loss 
in the vicinity of Johnstown will be 
about $11,000,000. C. W. Howpenetall 
of Lincoln avenue, of the East End, 
Pittsburg, distinguished himself by his 
bravery yesterday afteraoon. He was 
messenger on the mail train which bad to 
turn back at Long Hollow. As the train 
nassed the point where the water was 
fall of straggling people, a woman and 
child fbafcff In near the shore.

THE TERRIBLE FIRE. 
J a m e st o w n, Pa., 10:40 i*. m ., June 1.— 
Most of the accumulation of the buildugs 
which were swept by the angry waters 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad bridge, 
piled up fully fifty feet high, have 
burned to the water’s edge. 
Before the 
buildings took fire many people, dead 
and alive, were taken from them, and in 
many instances the unfortunates were so 
wedged in that it was necessary to chop 
their legs off in order to release them. 
The Catholic Church was also destroyed 
by fire this morning. 
A number of peo­ 
ple were on the roof when the structure 
took fire, and all of them were consumed 
in the flamea. The damage is as yet un- 
estimable, regardless of the great loss of 
life. Tho Pennsylvania Railroad’s loss 
will be enormous. 
TEN THOUSAND DEATHS. 
Ba ng H o llo w , June 2, 1 a . m.—The 
first accounts sent out of the Johnstown 
disaster aro far below the wildest esti­ 
mates placed upon the extent of the 
calamity, and instead of 2,000 or 3,000, 
it is probable the death list will reach 
8,000, many say 10,000. It is now known 
that two passenger trains, two sections 
of the day express on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, have been thrown into tie 
maddened torrent and the passengers 
drowned. 
These trains were held at 
Johnstown from Friday at 11 a . m ., and 
were layiDg on the siding between Johns­ 
town and Conemaugh stations. An awful 
torreut came down the narrow defile 
between the mountains, a distance of 
nine miles, and with a fall of 300 feet in 
that distance sweeping away the villages 
of South Fork, Mineral Woodale and 
Conemangh, leaving but one building 
standing, a woolen mill, where bat an 
hour before had stood hundreds, and 
dashing on with the roar of a cataract 
and the gpeed of the wind upon the fair 
city at the foothills. The plain in which 
but yesterday sat Johnstown, sits in the 
mountains like a jewel in a diadem. 
The great Gautier steel works were in 
this plain 
and 
the 
city 
below 
it, 
railroad 
tracks 
bounding 
it 
at 
the 
base 
of 
the 
mountains 
on the north. Here is where the tains 
were standing, when a tide of water 
like a catapult came down upon them 
with such resistless force that heavy 
trains, locomotives and all, were over­ 
turned and swept down with the torrent, 
and lodged against a great stone viaduct, 
aloug with forty-one locomotives from 
the Johnstown round house, heavy ma­ 
chinery and the pondroui frame work of 
the Gautier mill, and the accumulated 
debriB of more than a thousand houses, 
furniture, bridges, lumber, drift and 
human beings. The low arches of the 
stone viaduct choked up immediately, 
and the water backed over the entire 
valley upon which the city stood, to the 
depth of what, from the water marks, 
indicated about thirty-eight feet. In the 
great eea thus formed, thousands of 
people were struggling for life. 
NO TELEGRAPH WIRES. 
C a r l is l e , Pa., June 1.—The heaviest 
flood ever known in the Cumberland 
Valley is now in progress. There is 
great loss of property along the line of 
the Gettysburg and IlarryBburg railroad. 
Several miles of track were swept away, 
and on the line of the Harrisbarg and 
Potomac railroad there were many wash­ 
onts, and bridges, telegraph wirej and 
poles were carried away. 
Williams 
Grove, the great granger picnic grounds, 
are entirely flooded, and several of the 
summer buildings are swept away. All 
the bridges, pertiaps ten or twen­ 
ty, have been 
carried away. In 
one of them, Henry AY\ F.lson and wife, 
sought shelter, and, it is thought, they 
went down with the bridge. 
fl o t sa m a n d je t s a m . 
A l e x a n d r ia , June 1.—There is a rapid 
current in the river and lumber, canal 
boats, boat-houses and much debris 
washed away from above have been 
passing down the stream all day. Mill 
races and bridges are damaged. Grow­ 
ing crops ore injured. Much damage is 
done to the railroad leading from the 
city. Near Cherrr Hill there is a big 
washout and others are reported. Wash­ 
outs are reported in the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac road above 
and below Fredericksburg. 
IN THE CAPITAL. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 1.—The water at 
midnight has reached to within a few 
feet of Pennsylvania avenue. The Balti­ 
more and Potomac station are surrounded 
by water and are inaccessible to pas­ 
sengers. 
AA RICH MONK. 
R ic h m o n d , Va., Juue 1.—Franklin, 
Main and Gary streets and all interven­ 
ing streets to the river are covered with 
water. All the wharves are submerged. 
The fires have been put out in the gas 
works, and the city will be in darkness 
before morning. One hundred families 
have been forced to remove their house­ 
hold effects. 
NEWS THROUGH RAILWAY SOURCES. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , June 1.—Information 
was received about 11 o’clock to-night at 
the office of the Pennsylvania Railroad of 
a frightful disaster to two of their through 
trains from Pittsbug, which were sup­ 
posed to be safe at Conemaugh. Assistant- 
Buperintendent Trump telegraphs from 
Blairsville Junction that the day express 
castbound from Chicago to New York, 
and the mail train from Pittsburg, bound 
eas\ were put on back tracks in the yard 
at Conemaugh when the flooded condi­ 
tion of the main tracks made it appar­ 
ently unsafe to proceed further. When 
the continued riee of the water made the 
danger 
apparent, 
the 
frightened 
passengers 
fled 
from 
the 
two 
trains to the hills near by. Many 
in their wild excitement, throw them­ 
selves into the raging current and were 
drowned. When Superintendent Trump 
reached Conemaugh, he immediately 
gathered together the remaining passen­ 
gers of the two trains and had them con­ 
veyed to Ebensburg by wagon, a distance 
of about ten miles.

The 
conductors of the trains went with the 
passengers to Ebensburg, and the Pull 
man conductor, who is supposed to have 
the list of thoee under his charge is there 
also. It was impossible to give the 
names of any of those who lost their 
lives. Superintendent Trump fully con­ 
firms the report already sent out about the 
terrible disaster in and near Johnstown. 
He says it will never be known exactly 
how many lives were lost, bat the num­ 
ber will reach among the thousands. He 
describes the devastation wrought by the 
resistless flood at Johnstown as being 
something awful to behold.

B e r l in, Jane 1.—After the seventh 
plenary H itting of the Samoan Confer­ 
ence, held on Wednesday last, the 
American Commission was in a position 
to cable to Secretary Blaine the definitive 
accep'ance, by the German and English 
governments, of the Washington pro­ 
posals, limiting 
the 
German in­ 
demnity ar.d Samoan rights to a 
levy of import duties, and some of Mr. 
Blaine’s amendments to the clauses re­ 
lating to the internal Bamoan policy. 
The Washington Government is aiming 
at the possible independence of the 
Samoans, und has not the sym fa’hy cf 
the German official mind, which better 
comprehends the measures to protect 
European interests and to extend to 
European influence, but after a slight 
hesitation, the German Commissioners 
have invariably yielded whatever conces­ 
sions America asked in the direc­ 
tion of Samoan autonomy. 
On the 
other hand, Americans have con­ 
ceded practically nothing, adhering 
to their original claims. 
Some show 
of conciliation was made toward the 
close of the conference by the Americans 
leaving the appointment of the first resi­ 
dent Judge of the European community 
to England. In official circles here it is 
surmised that as Chief Justice Coleridge 
will have power to appoint the Judge, 
the known personal relations of Chief 
Justice with America hat something to 
do with the American Commissioner’s 
concession. The general results of the 
conference do not afford the foreign of­ 
fice and official press a theme for con­ 
gratulation.
